LOTTERY BRIBES 


Rival Chicago, Kansas 
City Gangsters Bidding 
For Control of Illegal 
Gambling Rackets on 
East Side. 


Investigation of the reported ac- 
ceptance by eight St. Louis police 
sergeants of bribes for the protec- 
tion of operations in the city of a 
huge East Side policy racket was 
begun today by the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

Meanwhile the Post-Dispatch 
learned that rival gangsters, in- 
cluding delegations from Chicago 
and Kansas City, are bidding for 
contro] of the illegal policy, dice 
and slot machine rackets on the 


East Side. At stake in the policy 
game alone is an annual] “take” of 
$4,000,000. 

Meeting of the police board was 
called for this morning by Mark 
D. Eagleton, president, following 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday that 30 policy ticket 
salesmen for the Eagle Park lot- 
tery, on the East Side, have been 
operating in St. Louis for a num- 
ber of years. They were report- 
ed to have received police protec- 
tion from eight district police 
sergeants, seven of whom were 
paid $50 a week and the other, 
$100. . 

Mulcahy Heads Investigation. 

Heading the investigation for 
the police board is Police In- 
spector Maurice M. Mulcahy, as- 
sisted by Police Lt. Joseph Lesyna. 
They will not attempt to trace 
down all of the devious activities 
of East Side racketeers, but will 
confine their inquiries to the part 
played by members of the St. 
Louis police department in the 
policy game. 

Their investigation, however, 
will carry them to the haunts of 
gangsters in East St. Louis, Love- 
joy and elsewhere in St, Clair 
County. Pay-offs by the Eagle 
Park lottery to police and politi- 
cians on the Bast Side are report- 
ed to average $6000 to $8000 a 
month, but the only interest of the 
St. Louis police investigators will 
be in any funds that might be ai- 
verted to police personnel] on this 
side of the river. 

Three-Hour Meeting. 

The meeting of the police board 
to consider the reported pay-off 
lasted for three hours today. Po- 
lice department officials who con- 
ferred with the board included 
Chief of Police James J. Mitchell, 
Chief of Detectives Herman Sie- 
bels, Capt. Elias Hoagland, head 
of the gambling division; Inspec- 
tor Mulcahy, and Lt. Curtis Bros- 
tron, one of Mulcahy’s assistants. 

Pollowing the meeting, Eagle- 
ton said every member of the 
board and police department offi- 
cials would participate in the in- 
vestigation, which will start with 
revelations made by the Post- 
Dispatch. The first step, he said, 
will be to learn the names of the 
eight St. Louis police sergeants 
involved.

TRUMAN DOWN’ 


Missourian Reminds Body 
It Is Not Subordinate 
to President—Talks on 
Jobless Pay Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
— Senator Donnell (Rep.), Missou- 
ri, contended today there was no 
basis for President Truman to 
say the Senate let him down in 
not approving the Administra- 
tion’s jobless pay bill. 

Donnell shouted that the Senate 
ought not to forget for one minute 
that “it is not a body subordinate 
to the President.” 

He took the floor to reply to a 


White House statement that Tru- 
man had told some House mem- 
bers the Senate “let him down” in 
passing a bill later shelved by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

Donnell said that through the 
remarks of the President to House 
members, as disclosed by Presi- 
dential Secretary Charles G. Ross, 
“the implication is clearly drawn 
that the Senate failed to perform 
its duty.” 

“The Senate is not a body subor- 
dinate to the President, or subject 
to the duty of following his de- 
sires,” Donnell told his colleagues. 
“There is no basis for the Presi- 
dent of the United States to be 
of the opinion that merely because 
the Senate fails to approve legis- 
lation suggested by him that the 
Senate has let him down.” 

There were no immediate signs 
that the talking-to the President 
gave Democratic members of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee yesterday had changed any 
votes, 

The committee on Tuesday, with 
four Democrats joining 10 Repub- 
licans, voted 14 to 10 to lay aside 
all legislation to liberalize unem- 
ployment benefits, The committee 
then turned to writing a peace- 
time tax-cutting bill. 

Truman, adopting the personal 

approach often used by the late 
President Roosevelt, strongly 
urged in his conference yesterday 
that the committee resurrect his 
plan to increase jobless pay up tc 
$25 a week for 26 weeks. He ap- 
parently made little headway, if 
any. 
However, his supporters on this 
issue in Congress appear undaunt- 
ed, They adopted a “delaying ac- 
tion”—a cooling-off period—-hoping 
the committee would agree to re- 
consider at a later date. 

There appeared no prospect that 
the committee would return to the 
jobless pay issue until it disposes 
of tax-cutting legislation.

Three Major Powers Ap- 
parently Still Dead- 
locked on Treaty- 
Writing Procedure, 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP) — The 
Big Five Council of Foreign Mini- 
sters tonight held their twenty- 
sixth formal session in 18 days, 
amid increasing indications that 
unless the Balkan question was 
revived they would adjourn their 
conference this weekend. Some 
sources believed a decision might 
be reached during the evening on 
whether to reopen the Balkans 
issue. 

The council at its morning ses- 
sions continued discussion of 
French proposals for control and 
administration of Germany, in- 
cluding the placing of the Rhine- 


supervision and administration. 
The discussion was brief and this 
led to the belief in some: quarters 
that the four other powers were 
in agreement with the French 
plan. 

The Big Three apparently are 
still deadlocked on Balkans settle- 
ment procedure. The Russians 
have insisted that France and 
China be excluded from discus- 
sions of Balkans treaties. ) 

United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav M, Molo- 
tov and British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin, have been confer- 
ring on drafting treaties with Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Bulgaria in 
an attempt to reach at least a 
partial decision before the coun- 
cil is adjourned. 

Officials said the procedural im- 
passe arose when the Russians felt 
they were fighting a four-to-one 
battle for Balkan influence, and 
wanted to reduce the number of 
adversaries. 

Some delegates said the Soviet 
argument, based on the decision 
at Potsdam that armistice signa- 
tories should draw up the treaties, 
was a good one, but added that 
the others were reluctant to aban- 
don the five-nation principle. Sup- 
ported by the British and Ameri- 
cans, the French bitterly protested 
against the Russian attitude. 

The Greek Government added a 
complication last night by an- 
nouncing reparations claims of 
$2,677,063,000 against Italy, which 
it said would bé pressed at the 
peace conference. The United 
States attitude has been that 
reparations claims against Italy 
should be waived,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—John L. Lewis today called for a 
showdown on a mine forémen’s 
dispute as the critical oil strike 
confronted Labor Secretary 
Schwellenbach with his toughest 
job since entering the cabinet. 

Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers, asked bituminous coal 
operators to meet him Monday to 
discuss the foremen’s controversy. 
Failure to accept the invitation, 
he declared, will leave the UMW 
“free to take such independent 
action as may be required.” 

While a strike call to 400,000 
soft coal miners could be one 
course of “independent action,” a 
UMW spokesman cautioned 


against “reading too much” into 
Lewis’s statement. ' 

The foremen’s dispute, involv- 
ing a demand for union recogni- 
tion, has closed 79 mines in Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia and 
made 36,000 workers idle. 

Schwellenbach in Oil Parley. 

With this new crisis rising on 
the labor front, Schwellenbach 
planned to intervene personally 
in attempts to settle the oil strike. 
This will give him an opportunity 
to test the current government 
policy of persuasion for handling 
reconversion labor disputes. The 
alternative is compulsion enforced 
by plant seizures. Schwellenbach 
wants to avoid this. 

Oil industry and 
sentatives yesterday accepted 
Schwellenbach’s invitation to 
move their deadlocked negotia- 
tions from Chicago to Washing- 
ton. Schwellenbach plans to take 
a leading part in the talks tomor- 
row and Sunday, 

35,000 Out at Refineries.

1. Already 35,000 refinery 
workers are on strike in eight 
states, with key refineries shut 
down in Texas and Illinois. The 
CIO Oil Workers’ International 
Union threatens a nation-wide 
strike involving 250,000 if nego- 
tiations fail.

LISTS 1000 MORE 
NAZIS FOR ARREST 


14th Secret Roster of 
‘Wanted’ Germans 
Sent to Allied Govern- 
ments. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP)—The 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission sent a new secret “want- 
ed” list of more than 1000 Nazis 
to the Allied governments last 
night, with recommendations for 
their immediate arrest. 

The list, it was disclosed, was 
the fourteenth that has been is- 
sued by the commission, each 
naming big and little shots in the 
Nazi government. To every mili- 
tary agency on the continent and 
elsewhere went full details of the 
offenses. 

The commission also announced 
that impounded German docu- 
ments had linked Heinrich Himm- 
ler, whe committed suicide to es- 
cape Allied justice, to brutal ex- 
periments carried out at the in- 
famous Dachau concentration 
camp, The experiments included 
the exposing of naked victims to 
temperatures of six degrees below 
zero, Centigrade, for as long as 
14 hours. They were carried out 
ostensibly for the benefit of the 
German air force. 

Himmler took all the credit for 
the “success” of the experiments, 
the commission said, “because I 
personally assumed the responsi- 
bility for supplying the individuals 
from concentration camps for 
these experiments.”

Many Yanks Among Vic- 
tims — U. S. to Permit 
Some Manufactures in 
Japan, Refuses Plea for 
Ships.

TOKYO, Sept. 28 (AP)—Gen 
Douglas MacArthur today ordered 
United States Eighth Army 
to seize 34 Japanese officers and 
men suspected of complicity in the 
massacre of Allied prisoners of 
war at Palawan in the Philip. 
pines, Dec. 11, 1944. 

More than 100 prisoners, many 
of them Americans, were herded 
into a large air raid shelter. 
Buckets of gasoline and lighted 
torches were tossed in upon 
them. A few escaped, only to be 
mowed down by machine-guns or 
hand grenades, or bayoneted by 
their captors. 

Other MacArthur Orders. 

In other directives, Gen. Mace 
Arthur’s headquarters: 

Rejected Japan’s plea for 
260,000 tons of its own shipping 
to return disarmed Japanese 
soldiers from outside the em- 
pire—assuring considerable de- 
lay in returning many thou- 
sands of the enemy veterans. 

Forbade reopening of the 
Japanese stock exchange, but 
permitted reopening of factories 
to manufacture some goods in 
limited quantities. 

Ordered the Japanese govern- 
ment to take immediate steps 
to safeguard health and restore 
health facilities throughout the 
home islands. 

Refused permission for Jap- 
anese officials outside the home- 
land to visit this country and 
prohibited visits of Japanese 
civil and military authorities to 
occupied areas outside Japan, 

Advised the Japanese govern- 
ment that under MacArthur’s 
press-radio censorship directive, 
local news broadcasts concern- 
ing the occupation must be 
cleared by the public relations 
officer of the occupation troops 
in the local area before they 
are put on the air. Local radio 
comment on foodstuffs and 
other home matters, headquar- 
ters said, requires civil censor- 
ship clearance.

Farming Plan Approved. 


On the agricultural front, the 
newspaper Mainichi reported that 
Allied headquarters had approved 
the use of idle airfields for farm- 
ing to help alleviate food short- 
ages. It said the Government re- 
quested the conversion of fields 
not being used by the occupation 
forces into plots for sweet potatoes 
and other commodities. 

MacArthur told the Imperial 
Government that any request for 
reopening the stock exchange or 
any similar institution must be 
submitted to him with detailed 
plans—in line with his program 
of controlling Japap’s finances to 
put the nation oma firm eco- 
nomic footing. 

MacArthur ordered restoration 
of water and sewerage systems 
“with the least possible delay,” 
and directed the Japanese to re- 
open all their hospitals, or pro- 
vide emergency hospitals.

MacArthur's order placed spe- 
cial emphasis on control of vene- 
real diseases. 

The Ministry of Health and Wel- 
fare was given instructions to 
survey the amount of disease prev- 
alent in each prefecture, the num- 
ber of dental and public health 
personnel available, and the num- 
ber of hospital facilities. The de- 
partment also was told to submit 
weekly reports on the index of 
communicable diseases. 


Occupation Force Increasing. 


There are now 150,000 occupa- 
tion troops in Japan, in addition 
to severa] thousand in air force, 
engineer and special service units, 
and if scheduled October landings 
are made, the total will rise to 
265,000. Including Army and Ma- 
rine units in Korea and China, the 
total would be 340,000, headquar- 
ters said.

ICELAND VOLCANO SPEWS FIRE

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Sept. 28

Hearing Closes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—As the 
Senate subcommittee hearing on 
the Murray bill for a Missouri 
Valley Authority closed today, Sen- 
ator Chan Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, made official what had 
been obvious all along—that the 
subcommittee will return an ad- 

verse report on the measure. 

_ Gurney characterized as an “un- 
derstatement” the assertion of the 
regional committee for MVA that 
he was “unfriendly” to the Dill. 
That statement was contained in 
a postcard mailed by the MVA 


group to Gurney’s constituents. 

“T might say that if the entire 
Missouri Valley development pro- 
gram were to be stopped without 
this bill, I would vote against it, 
because it’s un-American,’ Gurney 
said. 

His statement followed that of 
Senator Joseph C. O'Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, who said yes- 
terday he was opposed to the bill. 
The chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, Senator John H. Overton 
(Dem.), Louisiana, repeatedly had 
expressed his opposition. 

These three constitute a major- 
ity of the five-man subcommittee. 
Senator Hugh Butler (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, and Senator Carl A. Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, are the other 
members. Butler has not made a 
flat-footed declaration against the 
bill, but has left no doubt in the 
mind of anyone that he is opposed. 
Hatch has not participated in the 
subcommittee’s sessions. 

This group is from the Senate 
Committee on Irrigation and Rec- 
lamation. Overton said he hoped 
the subcommittee would have its 
report ready for the full commit- 
tee some time next week. It is a 
foregone conclusion that the full 
committee will accept the conclu- 
sions of its subcommittee. The 
bill already has had an unfavor- 
able report from the Commerce 
Committee. It will go next to the 
Committee on and 
Forestry. 

Montana Governor Testifies. 

Gov. Sam C. Ford of Montana, 
who testified today in opposition 
to the MVA bill, undertook to re- 
fute the charge made last week 


by Senator James E. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, that the press, 
Legislature and state officials of 
Montana were dominated by the 
Montana Power Co. and Anaconda 
Copper Co. 

He said these corporations had 
opposed him in all his campaigns 
except the last one, and that the 
charge that the Legislature was 
controlled was equally untrue. 
The Press, he said, was very. inde- 
pendent, especially the weeklies, 
but some of the daily papers were 
controlled by power and copper 
interests. 

Gov. Ford said present plans of 
the Bureau of Reclamation and 
Army Engineers for the Missouri 
Valley call for about all the hydro- 
electric developments that can be 
undertaken without § interfering 
with irrigation, navigation and 
flood control. He predicted there 
would be a “world of surplus 
power” in the Tennessee Valley 
and at.the Bonneville, Grand Cou- 
lee and Boulder dams. 

Representative William Lemke 
(Rep.), North Dakota, said the 
hopes and dreams of the ‘people 
of his state had been realized in 
the plans of the Bureau of Re- 
clamation and Army engineers. 
He saw no need for an MVA 
which, he said, went far beyond 
TVA in autocratic control. 

M. O. Ryan, executive secretary 
of the Republican Valley Conser- 
vation Association, with head- 
quarters at McCook, Neb., pre- 
sented a resolution of his associa- 
tion opposing MVA. He said the 
proposed authority would delay, 
not expedite, the improvements 
contemplated in that valley. 

Ora Bundy of Ogden, Utah, 
president of the National Recla- 
mation Association, reviewed the 
opposition of that organization, 
dating since 1937, to all plans for 
developments based on regional 
valley authorities. 

MVA, he said, would unsettle 
the water rights acquired by 421,- 
000 farm families on 22,000,000 
acres of land in arid and semi- 
arid states. Some of this, he said, 
was desert land worth only a few 
dollars an acre until irrigation in- 
creased its value to as much as 
$1000 an acre. ' 

) Final Witness Heard. 

The final witness was E. W. 
Rising of Boise, Idaho, a member 
of the co-ordinating committee 
for 33 national and regional or- 
ganizations interested in land and 
‘water development. He expressed 
opposition to MVA in their behalf. 
He. said the Pick-Sloan plan, 
which compromised major differ- 
ences of the Army Engineers and 
Bureau of Reclamation, had pro- 
vided a comprehensive, co-ordi- 
nated program for development of 
the Missouri Valley. 

Three Wyoming men concerned 
with irrigation appeared before 
the Overton committee yesterday 
to register opposition to the MVA 
bill. They were the state engi- 
neer, Loren C. Bishop; the presi- 
dent of the Wyoming Reclamation 
Association, H. Melvin: Rollins, 
and the vice president of the Yel-

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (AP) — 
New York’s costly elevator strike 
moved toward possible arbitration 
today as representatives of 15,000 
strikers and their employers 
agreed to meet with the State 
Mediation Board. Pending the 
meeting, the union promised that 
no further buildings would be 
struck, 

Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, in a 
radio address last night, appealed 
to the strikers to return to work, 
and declared that “you have al- 
ready caused millions of dollars 
of losses to your own fellow work- 
ers.” 

Several important city industries 
“are being disrupted,” the mayor 
said. “The railroads have in- 
formed me that they will declare 
an embargo because there is such 
a backlog of express and freight 
in the yards.” 

Groups Confer With WLB. 

LaGuardia’s appeal followed a 
conference of union officers and 
employer groups with the regional 
War Labor Board and acceptance 
by opposing groups of an invita- 
tion to put the controversy before 
the State Mediation Board. 

“IT want to make this appeal,” 
LaGuardia said, “that when you 
appear before Arthur Meyer of the 
mediation board, who is a friend 
of labor, whom you can trust, that 
you agree immediately to some 
form of submitting existing dis- 
putes to arbitration along with 
assurances that permanent ma- 
chinery for settlement of disputes 
will be established in your indus- 
try.” 

Locals 32-B and 164 of the AFL 
Building Service Employes’ Inter- 
national Union called the strike 
in protest against a WLB directive 
which increased hourly wage rates 
of elevator operators and building 
service workers, but reduced the 
number of hours in the work 
week.

QUINN ROAD COMMISSION BILL 
APPROVED BY HOUSE GROUP 


Measure for 10-Member Bipartisan Board in 
Position for Final Legislative 
Action.

The Quinn bill for a 10-member 
sectionalized State Highway Com- 


tablish ruray control of Missouri's 
huge postwar highway construc- 
tion program of $90,000,000 to 
$100,000,000, was reported out late 
yesterday Ly the House Commit- 
tee on Roads and Highways with 
a recommendation for passage. 

This places the measure—which 
would make it possible to deprive 
St. Louis, Kansag City and other 
cities with more than 2500 popu- 
lation of participation in state 
highway construction authorized 
for them by the new Constitution 
~in position for final passage. 
The Senate passed the bill last 
May 22. 

The bill would replace the pres- 
ent four-member bipartisan com- 
mission, appointed by the Gover- 
1..* from the state at large, with 
a 10-member bipartisan commis- 
sioh appointed by the Governor, 
one from each of the 10 construc- 
tion divisions of the Highway De- 
partment. 

The House committee, 9 to 3, 
overrode objections that the bill 
would do away with appointment 
of memberg on the basis of each 
representing the entire atate, 
would sectionalize the commission 
becazuse each member would be 
under pressure to press the in- 
terests of counties in the division 
from which he was appointed, 
and would result in “log-rolling” 
for local advantage. 

Donnelly May Not Approve. 

If the bill passes the House in 
its present form it. may not gain 
the approval of Gov. Donnelly. 
Although the Governor has not 
commented publicly on the meas- 
ure, it is known that he does not 
favor the sectional limitation on 
selection of members, 

Representatives of the St. Louis 
and Kansas City chambers of com- 
merce and the Automobile Club of 
Missouri told the committee this 
bill would not accomplish the pre- 
dictions of sponsors that it would 
result in more local road building 
and “lifting of the farmers from 
the mud.” 

Matt F.. Morse of St. Louis, pres- 
ident of the Automobile Club, said 
the bill would sectionalize the 
commission. He said the oppo- 
nents were not concerned about 
the increase in membership, but 
believed the members should be 
selected from the state at large 
and not by prescribed sections. 

He denied there had been dis- 
crimination against any section 
of the state in road building. 

Handicap as to Local Roads. 

The principal handicap in the 
present system of construction of 
county roads, not part of the state 
system, he said, was the existence 
of 1900 local road districts and 
other road agencies. He said these 
local districts had collected $90,- 
000,000 in eight years, of which 
only about $9,000,000 went into new 
construction. 

Frank Lawrence, secretary of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, opposing the bill, said com- 
mission members should be select- 
ed on the basis of interest in the 
welfare of the State as a whole, 
and not by local sections. 

Assails Present “Oligarchy.” 

Senator William M. Quinn of 
Maywood, principal sponsor of the 
bill, said the present commission 
was “an oligarchy in a democ- 
racy,” and asserted “we must have 
a commission that will give us a 
reasonable amount for local roads.” 
He said the rural sections were 
entitled to consideration, and that 
it was impossible for a four-mem- 
ber commission to know what was 
going on in road matters in the 
state. 

He denied there was any city- 
country rift and said the large 
cities had no cause to fear a 10- 
member commission. Quinn de- 
nied there would be any log-roll- 
ing and contended there would be 
more trading by a four-member 
commission “with all this money 
to spend.” 

Quinn defended the sectional re- 
quirement on appointments. On a 
question by Representative Ira 
Hyde of Princeton, a committee 
member, as to the fairness of al- 
lotting only three members to 
north Missouri, which has three 
of the construction divisions, 
Quinn said this was reasonable 
because only 36 per cent of the 
state’s area was north of the Msi- 
souri river. 

Members of the committee who 
voted to report the bill favorably 
were Representatives C. Vern 
Peak of Rich Hill, E. F. Bertram 
of Memphis, Albert Kreamalmyer 
of Steelville, Charles H. Bryant 
of Gallatin, J. S. Lincoln of Cains- 
ville, M. E. Fish of Pollock, J. E. 
Burruss of Miami, C. E. Gabert 
of California and R. E. Searcy 
of Eminence.

DETROIT, Sept. 28 (AP)—Top- 
ranking officers of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers are scheduled 
to intervene directly tonight in an 
effort to end a 37-day walkout of 
4500 employes of the Kelsey-Hayes 
Wheel Co, 

The strike, which has continued 
despite back-to-work orders issued 
by the UAW’s international execu- 
tive board, is one of the most 
troubled spots of Detroit’s indus- 
trial picture, in which 80,000 work- 
ers are idle because of walkouts 
and layoffs, 

R. J. Thomas, president of the 
UAW-CIO, and Percy Liewellyn, 
administrator of the Kelsey-Hayes 
Local 197, are due to speak at a 
back-to-work meeting of the strik- 
ers tonight. Informed union 
sources predicted the workers 
would favor an end of the long 
walkout. 

The strike has drawn the atten- 
tion of Gov. Kelly and state labor 
mediation authorities. It devel- 
oped when the Kelsey company 
declined to rehire four union men 
discharged for ejecting a foreman 
from the plant.

BIG TURKEY,CHICKEN 
SUPPLIES MAY EASE 
RATIONING OF MEAT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—Poultry and turkeys may show 
the way for further easing-——if not 
the end—of meat rationing by 
Nov. 1. 

A bumper movement of chickens 
and a record turkey crop will add 
greatly to supplies of all meats to 
be available for civilians during 
November and December. 

The total supply of red meats, 
and of poultry and turkey meat 
in November will be considerably 
greater than indicated in October, 
when lower grades of beef, veal 
and lamb will be ration-free. 

Agriculture Department meat 
authorities expect at least a third 
of this year’s indicated production 
of 4,200,000,000 pounds of chicken 
and turkey meat to become avail- 
able during the last eight or nine 
weeks of the year. 

The great buix of the poultry 
and turkey will go to civilian mar- 
kets because the armed services 
already have obtained most of 
their needs for the rest of the 
year. 

The supply of red meats—beef, 
pork, veal, lamb and mutton—al- 
located to civilians for November 
and December is about 7 per cent 
larger than the increased October 
allotment. Thus, the larger sup- 
plies of both red meats and poul- 
try may be equivalent to 
sumer demands. Food officials 
have said they want to end ra- 
tioning as soon as the supply be- 
comes equivalent to demand.

EALGUTIVE SETUP 


Much Progress Made at 
Harmony Meeting on 
Plans for 14 New De- 
partments,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 
28—Gov. Donnelly and the Senate 
members of the Republican-con- 
frolled Legislative Joint Planning 
“ommittee made progress in set- 
tling their differences over the 
organization of the State Execu- 
tive Department in their first har- 
mony conference yesterday, ex- 
cept on the vital political issue 
ef whether the Republicans shall 
control the selection of half of 
the estimated 4000 employes. 

The question of whether the 


14 new executive departments 
shall be headed by directors or 
by bipartisan commissions, in 
which political patronage is the 
all-important issue, was men- 
tioned in the conference, ‘but was 
deferred unit] a future meeting. 

Donnelly and Senator H. R. 


Williams, Senate Republican floor 


leader, said in a joint statement 
following the conference that 
they were of the opinion that 
headway had been made toward 
working out a solution of the 
problems involved in the creation 
of the departments. Neither, how- 
ever, was willing to express him- 
self on the possibility of getting 
together on the patronage ques- 
tion. 

The main advantage gained by 
the conference was that there 
was a frank discussion of differ- 
ences, and the discussion was Car- 
ried out without a discordant 
note. The common purpose of 
reaching an agreement appeared 
controlling throughout, leading 
those in attendance to believe that 
future conferences could be held 
in the same spirit and that even- 
tually an agreement could be 
reached on nearly every point. 

One Major Dispute Settled. 

Actually only one major disputed 
question was decided, there being 
a general agreement that under 
the new Constitution the Governor 
had the authority to assign exist- 
ing boards, bureaus and commis- 
sions to the new departments. In 
preparing legislation Senate com- 
mittees had proceeded on the 
theory that the assignments 
should be made by the Legislature 
and many bills have been drawn 
on that theory. 

This decision brought up a ques- 
tion of whether the Governor 
should make a tentative assign- 
ment as a guide to the Legislature 
in setting up the framework of 
the new departments. Although 
that probably will be done, it 
presents some difficulties, the Gov- 
ernor taking the position that bills 
might be amended in their course 
through the Legislature in such a 
manner as to be unacceptable to 
him. 
He pointed out that he might be 
willing to assign certaif< bureaus 
to a department if it were to be 
headed by a director, but not if it 
were to be headed by a commis- 
sion. 

The Republicans recognized that 
the Governor could not be held 
definitely to the tentative assign- 
ments, and it is planned to have 
another conference in a week or 
10 days to take up the question of 
the names to be assigned to the 
departments. After those selec- 
tions are made, it is expected, the 
Governor will inform the Senators 
of the duties he will assign to each 
department. Then the way will be 
open for rapid progress. 

Need Not Delay Legislature. 

Donnelly stressed the fact that 
negotiations leading to the organ- 
ization of the executive depart- 
ments need not delay the Legisla- 
ture, which has more than enough 
work on other legislation which is 
imperative under the new Consti- 
tution, to keep it fully occupied

for a much longer time than the 
negotiations are expected to take. 
There is a general opinion of 
those who were in the conference 
that al] questions, except patron- 
age and the so-called bipartisan 
merit system proposed by the Re- 
publicans, can be worked out with- 
out difficulty . There are indica- 
tions that the Republicans will 
abandon the idea of trying to set 
up a bipartisan merit system for 
penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. They are gradually reaching 
the conclusion that it would be un- 
constitutional. 

They have not abandoned the 


thought of attempting to force 
Donnelly to agree to an equal po- 
litical division of employes in 
other branches of the executive 
department, in which a merit sys- 
tem is not required by the Consti- 
tution, nor has Donnelly shown 
any indication of being williing to 
agree to their demands, 

The Republicans nope to have 
most of the departments headed 
by bipartisan commissions and to 
have the laws contain a provision 
for political division of employes. 
Donnelly is opposed to commis- 


dicial powers, and is insisting that 
the others be headed by single di- 
rectors. 


In the final analysis Donnelly 
will have the power of veto over 
all the legfslation, a fact which | 
the Republicans know and which 
undoubtedly will be controlling 
when the bills are passed after 
much jockeying on the floor of the 
Senate.

PLAN FOR MARINES 
TOBE MINUTE MEN 
IN WORLD FORCE 


Amerieans Would Be 
Held in Readiness to 
Strike Anywhere, Van- 
degrift Says. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
Plans for use of United States 
Marines as “minute men” in the 
international organization to main- 
tain peace were disclosed today 
by Gen, A. A. Vandegrift. 

Testifying in support of a post- 
war marine force of 100,000 enlist- 


ed and 9200 officer personnel, the 
marine commandant told , the 
House Naval Committee: 

“In the event that present ef- 
forts toward international organ- 
ization to prevent war are success- 
ful, the scope of the fleet marine 
force will be expanded. It is a 
force of ‘minute men,’ and it will 
be held in readiness to be moved 
instantly with the fleet to any part 
of the world to strike hard and 
promptly to forestall at its begin- 
ning any attempt to disrupt the 
peace of the world. 

“The basic Navy postwar plan 
provides for two fleets, Atlantic 
and Pacific....In support of this 
plan, the fleet marine force will 
be composed of two _ reduced 
strength divisions, one brigade 
and necessary supporting troops 
and aviation elements.” 

Planned deployment of major 
elements of the fleet marine force, 
Vandegrift said, is for one divi- 
sion on the East Coast, one divi- 
sion on the West Coast, and one 
brigade in the central or western 
Pacific. 

The total planned postwar 
strength of the fleet marine force 
is 59,289 officers and enlisted men, 
including 44,190 in the ground 
forces and 15,099 in the air force. 

Marines, he disclosed, will fur- 
nish the entire aviation comple- 
ment of eight escort carriers, 
although the carriers themselves 
will. be manned by Navy crews.

ford J. Durr Says—Creative Talent Being 
Stifled Under Urge for Greater Profits.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. 


LIFFORD J. DURR, a member of the Federal Communications 
Commission, who frequently dissents from the views of Chair- 
man Paul A. Porter, has joined in Porter’s denunciation of com- 


mercial “plug-uglies” on the radio. 

In a speech before the Christ Church Forum in New York 
Wednesday, a copy of which was made available here last night, 
Durr declared that while radio furnishes excellent and objective news 
reporting, “unfortunately, news of the greatest importance is some- 
times overwhelmed and deprived of its significance by the commer- 
cial advertisements which precede, interrupt and follow it.” 


Durr’s thesis was that an FCC 
license to use a radio channel was 
a public trust and that some 
licensees were more concerned 
over advertising revenues than 
they were -in living up to their 
trust for the public interest. 

“We receive much intelligent 
and thoughtful commentary on the 
news,” Durr said, “but unfortu- 
nately the selection of a commen- 
tator is sometimes determined by 
the qualities of voice rather than 
of mind, and~commentaries are 
sometimes colored by bias and 
prejudice of a commentator, or 
reflect the views of the sponsor 
who pays the bill. 


Big Issues Crowded Out. 
“We are hearing instructive and 
provocative discussions of issues 
of the day by informed authori- 
ties, but too often issues of great 
local and national importance are 


shoved from the air by commer-| ‘the 


cial programs or carried at hours 
when few people can listen. 

“We receive some _ excellent 
dramatic productions, but more 
and more the creative talent of 
producers, writers, actors and mu- 
sicians is being stifled under the 
urge of broadcasters for greater 
profits and of advertisers for 
more insistent plugging of their 
goods.” * 

Asserting that “radio is becom- 
ing predominantly an advertising 
medium,” Durr said that “some 
broadcast licensees are going 
along with this trend quite hap- 
pily.” 

He continued: “Other broad- 
casters, more conscious of their 
public responsibility, fight against 
the trend, but the battle is an 
uphill one. 

“Advertising revenue is an es- 
sential of their operation, and the 
field of advertising, particularly 
of national advertising, has been 
captured by the national advertis- 
ing agencies—not a large number 
of them but a comparative few— 
and their clients are not the little 
business men, about whose plight 
sO much concern has been felt, but, 
the big ones, for national adver- 
tising is an expensive business. 


Big Business Favored. 


“Only big business can afford it, 
and network rates and practices 
are set to favor the big customer 
against the little one. A very sub- 
stantial amount of a broadcaster’s 
income comes from his network 
business. Many of them would 
find it difficult, if not impossible, 
to survive without it; and a few 
agencies control the bulk of the 
network advertising business, 

“In 1944, 38 per cent of Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System’s busi- 
mess was handied by only four 
advertising agencies; 37 per cent 
of the American Broadcasting 
Co.’s business came from four 
agencies; and four provided 31 per 
cent of Mutual’s business. The 
National Broadcasting Co. does 
mot furnish similar information, 
but it is reasonable to assume 
that its business is similarly’ con- 
centrated. 

“The network story, moreover, 
is not the whole picture. The 
Same advertising agencies handle 
non-network advertising business 
and provide recordings broadcast 
by local stations.” 


Broadcasters’ Plight. 


Durr asked what a conscientious 
broadcastér could do when offered 
a singing commercial for use in 
a period set aside for serious mu- 
sic or when an advertiser de- 
mands an evening hour already 
set aside for local talent or a dis- 
cussion of a local program. 

“He can, of course, refuse,” 
Durr said. “But the advertising 
agency which controls not one ac- 
count but many may take all his 
business and place it in the hands 
of a competitor less conscious of 
his public obligations. 

“Broadcasting licensees could, of 
course, meet this problem by 
banding together in a common 
resolve to resist the pressure of 
agencies and keep control] over 
the programing of their stations, 
but they have not done so and 
unfortunately there is no indica- 
tion that they propose to do so.” 

Durr’s own solution for the sit- 
uation was for radio listeners to 
write to broadcasters when they 
thought the licensees were or were 
not living up to their trusteeship; 
to Federal Communications Com- 
mission when they had praise or 
blame for a station, and to their 
Senators and Representatives 
when they thought the FCC had 
fallen down on its job.

The best known law of economics is 
“the iron law of wages.” It is that 
when productive property is privately 
owned, the non-owners have to compete 
against each other for jobs. The result 
is lower and lower wages until the in- 
comes of working people barely enable 
them to keep up the supply of labor. 

The unions say to this, “Over our dead 
bodies.” By uniting to fight the iron law, 
some working people have been able to 


_live in comfort and bring up strong chil- 


dren. 

Unemployment was made, not by re- 
form laws, but by the conversion of 
common property into private property. 
The concentration of ownership led to 
the concentration of income. Some had 
more than they could spend or invest, 
and part of the time business could not

How to Use Atomic Power? 


After several days of confusing reports as to 
Administration policy on the atomic bomb, Mr. 
Truman told a press conference this week that 
his next message to Congress will say whether 
he believes the secret of the powerful new 


, weapon should be divulged to other nations. The 


President will assume a heavy responsibility 
when he recommends to Congress how our knowl- 
edge of atomic energy shall be used, what dis- 
position of it will best serve our welfare as a 
nation and as a member of the world family. 

President Truman recalled that Lincoln over- 
roce his Cabinet and issued the Emancipation 
Proclamation on Jan. 1, 1863. How accidental 
was that comparison? 

Perhaps it was made only because there was 
warm discussion in last Friday’s Cabinet meet- 
ing about whether our keys to the door of nuclear 
energy should be given into international hands 
as proof of our faith in the necessity for world 
co-operation, or whether we should keep them to 
ourselves for the brief time left us before they 
are discovered by others. 

It is to be devoutly hoped that the President 
was thinking, not of Cabinet differences, but of 
a greater obligation—the obligation to strike a 
blow for the emancipation of men’s minds as 
Lincoln struck a blow for physical freedom. The 
issue is so vast that nothing less than big think- 
ing about it will serve the immediate needs of 
humanity. The dawn of atomic knowledge seems 
to have afflicted us with a kind of moral paralysis, 
compounded of hopes for a safer world and con- 
founded by fears of its self-destruction. 

We are aware of the arguments for hoarding 
our knowledge. Some say that it is a fine medi- 
um. by which we can persuade other nations to 
create a peace settlement that will make for a 
secure and happier world. Others say that we 
must not share it until an adequate defense 
against atomic destruction has been found. Still 
others cling to the tight little nationalism of an- 
other decade, sure that some higher power has 
ordained our supremacy and that it will never 
be really changed. 

The broader-thinking argue that civilization 
must fear for its existence until the control of 
atomic energy is international. Sixty-four edu- 
cators at the University of Chicago have peti- 
tioned the President for a sharing of our atomic 
data to create “a new basis of confidence and 
real security.” So have several groups of writers, 
academicians, scientists. Civilian scientists who 
worked on developing the bomb this week urged 
control by a world authority. 

Howard W. Blakeslee, Associated Press science 
editor, has made a canvass of researchers jn the 
bomb project. On the basis of their words, he 
warns that the new weapon presents a deadly 
peril which the general public has failed fully 
to realize. The bomb is capable of being de- 
veloped and used to a point where, the scientists 
say, “it will be possible in the near future to de- 
stroy completely thé bulk of the population, in- 
dustry and military strength of any nation within 
a few days.” These men have no faith in pro- 
viding safety by means of more and better atomic 
bombs; they urge that proper control of the dev- 
astating device is the only answer. 

The far-sighted plead that now, with the world 
sick to death of war, the mightiest of all moral 
suasions for peace must be brought to bear on the 
public conscience of every nation and every gov- 
ernment, All are agreed that a cosmic secret 
that cannot be kept for longer than five years 
at most is a liability we cannot afford to harbor 
for longer than it takes to work out a system 
for faith-making international control. 

Mr. Truman’s thoughts, in a moment of terri- 
ble responsibility, turned to Lincoln. After pain- 
ful delay, the humble Illinoisan finally made 
good his promise to declare men free. The Civil 
War still raged; it was only a few months after 
Antietam. But while the declaration did not im- 
mediately break the chains, it threw the Con- 
federate Government into turmoil. In the words 
of Charles and Mary Beard: “The proclamation 
electrified the imagination of all who loved lib- 
erty.” 

Nothing less than a decision that electrifies 
world imagination can cast from men’s minds the 
fetters of the past and prepare them for the 
peace the present demands. There is no clear 
alternative. 
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Quibbling Over the Merit System 

The way to establish a merit system is to es- 
tablish a merit system. That would seem obvious 
enough. Yet now that the Missouri Senate Re- 
publicans have offered a political spoils system 
which they piously called a merit system, Demo- 
cratic Floor Leader Allison has come forth with 
a counter-proposal which Curtis A. Betts, State 
political correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, ac- 
curately terms “in a way as ridiculous as the 
Republicans’ bill.” : ; 

Senator Allison’s bill merely repeats the 
language of the new State Constitution requiring 
the merit system for all State penal and 
eleemosynary institutions, the idea—in so far as 
there is one—being that this would make it a 
statute. Whether it is in the Constitution or in 
a legislative act, the language is merely a state- 
ment of intentions. The obligation of the Legis- 
lature is to carry out those intentions. The 
way to do that is to put an end to evasion and 
repetition and enact a statute giving form and 
function to the Constitution’s intent. -

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Missouri Medical School’s Future 

Describing himself as “a friend of the univer- 
sity,” former Supreme Court Judge Henwood of 
Jefferson City has voluntarily drawn up an opin-~ 
ion on the Medical School controversy, and a 
condensation of his statement appears in our 
Mirror of Public Opinion today. This is an ex- 
cellent presentation of the case against installing 
the last two years of the medical course in Kan- 
sas City, as provided in a bill passed by the 
House and pending in the Senate. The logical 
arguments deserve careful consideration by Sen- 
ators before action is taken. 

The proposal is condemned by Judge Henwood 
on two grounds, constitutional and_ practical. 
Either of them should be enough in itself to de- 
feat the bill. The issue is even more urgent 
than it was when the House passed the measure 
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last April, for expansion of the Medical School 
then seemed remote, as the end of the war and 
of building restrictions was not in sight. Now 
the Go sign has been given on construction, and 
the curators’ excellent plan for a Missouri health 
center with headquarters at Columbia is within 
the bounds of early fulfillment. 

Kansas City boosters had their say, and con- 
vinced the House that their community should 
get half of the State’s Medical School. Now 
Judge Henwood’s substantial arguments should 
be heeded if the institution is to be kept to- 
gether and provide the greatest possible benefits 
for Missouri. 
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For Housing Tax Relief 

In deciding to take up all the pending hous- 
ing bills at once, State Senator William J. Studt 
and the Municipal Corporations Committee have 
acted wisely. Treating them in a body should 
explode the fictitious distinctions raised by those 
who oppose parts of the program. 

The essence of the legislation is local tax re- 
lief to close the gap between what it costs to 
house low-income people and what they can pay. 
In 1939, 62 per cent of St. Louis families had 
incomes below $1500, but 87 per cent of the 
houses erected in that year were for families 
above $2000. So the slums spread, and the 
whole people pay the cost of disease and crime 
and the efforts to control them. 

To make slum clearance profitable to private 
investors, one bill would limit taxes to the land 
value for the first 10 years after rebuilding and 
to 50 per cent of the true value for the next 15. 
In return, developers agree to accept limits on 
profits. 

The city, it is true, will get reduced taxes for 
a time under that arrangement. The loss, how- 
ever, is small, because the sites are now covered 
with broken-down buildings. In return, the city 
will quickly get reduced operating costs, and 
after 10 years it will begin to draw taxes on the 
enhanced value of the property. St. Louis, more- 
over, may hope at last to check the flight of 
moderate-income people beyond the city limits. 

Between such private housing and public hous- 
ing, the difference is principally in degree. To 
house people on the lowest rungs of the income 
ladder requires the still greater economy of 
public operation—notably the lower interest 

ates and absence of profits—and also direct 
tubsiaies It is proposed, therefore, to re-enact 

e old power of Missouri municipalities to give 
public housing a permanent measure of tax re- 
lief. In return, the Federal Government will 
contribute up to $4 of subsidy for each $1 of 
taxes forgiven by the city. 

While some details need debate, the general 
purpose has so much merit that the wisdom of 
passing the bills seems self-evident.

Peaceful Music 

The musical instrument industry, it is rée- 
ported, is getting ready to reconvert to peace.

Among the musical instruments that may be 
considered ripe for reconversion are the ukulele, 
the ocarina, the bagpipe and the mouth harp. If 
they want to do something about the tremolo 
stop on the pipe organ, that’s all right too. And 
if a constructive suggesion is wanted about what 
to reconvert them to, what’s the matter with a 
nice quiet piano stool? 
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Truman Sticks to His Guns | 

It was a reasonable thing that President Tru- 
man asked in proposing that the Federal Gov- 
ernment supplement state funds to provide un- 
employment benefits up to $25 a week for 26 
weeks. It was an impatient, shortsighted—and, 
one suspects, vindictive—thing the Senate did 
in rejecting the $25 figure. It is good, there- 
fore, to see the President stick by his guns and 
urge the House of Representatives to join him. 

Ideally, the states, we grant, should contribute 
something toward the enlarged benefits. But 
the states cannot or will not. Against that fact 
the Federal Government should not stand back, 
for the Federal Government, not the states, has 
assumed the parallel job of protecting business 
and agriculture from reconversion damage. 

It is beside the point that some members of 
Congress, along with many members of the pub- 
lic, are angered by some of organized labor's 
purposes and tactics. No such grievance can 
justify punishing the innocents along with the 
“guilty.” 

Let us hope, therefore, that Harry Truman, 
who is resolved to try his policy causes in the 
constituted courts of Cofigress, will win his point 
on this matter.

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Le Mot Juste in the House 


The Missouri Legislature has pondered it 
gravely and onomatopoetically, with savage 
mewings on the floor of the House, It is not 
wild cat—two words—but wildcat—one word. 
Thus have the solons resolved the dilemma in 
a bill granting bounties on the Lynx Rufus, or, 
as they say in Europe, the felis catus. 

Representative Taylor of Shelbyville, legis- 
lator of purist ray serene, had his way in the 
matter. “Wild cat,” he said, might be miscon- 
strued to mean a feral cat—i. e., a house cat that 
had gone wild. “Wildcat,” he said, left no room 
for doubt, evasion, equivocation. 

The members of the House, loudly in session, 
saw the dangers inherent in the two-word form, 
the cogency of the Representative’s position.

Missouri’s Medical School Problem 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Establishing last two years of medical course in Kansas City, as pro- 
posed in bill opposed by university curators, is likely to be found 
of unconstitutional, ex-Judge says; urges Columbia site in order to 
serve rural areas and provide basis for statewide health service. 


From a Statement by Berryman Henwood, Former Judge of 
Missouri Supreme Court, Jefferson City 


House Bill No. 138 undertakes to author- 
ize and direct the curators of the univer- 
sity to establish and conduct the last two 
years of a complete course of medical and 
surgical instruction in Kansas City. This 
bill passed the House by a small margin 
and is now before the Senate. 


The university now has a School of Med- 
icine at Columbia in which the first two 
years of medical instruction are given, The 
last two years have been temporarily sus- 
pended because of lack of adequate funds 
and other conditions over which the cura- 
tors have no control. 


The new Constitution (Section 9) pro- 
vides: “The government of the State uni- 
versity shall be vested in a Board of Cura- 
tors consisting of nine members appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, The General 
Assembly shall adequately maintain the 
State university and such other educational 
institutions as it may deem necessary.” 


A Division of Powers 


The framers of the new Constitution (like 
the framers of the Constitutions of 1865 and 
1875) intended to make perfectly clear the 
division of powers and duties between the 
curators and the General Assembly—the 
power and duty of the curators to govern 
the university and the power and duty 
of the General Assembly to maintain the 
university. 


Aside from the vital question of whether 
House Bill No. 138 violates the Constitu- 
tion, there are many good, sound reasons 
why this bill should be defeated. 


It is true that Kansas City, with its many 
hospitals, offers excellent clinical facilities 
for medica] students. The same may be 
said of St. Louis. But what about rural 
Missouri? 

Knowing that St. Louis and Kansas City 
would take care of their educational prob- 
lems, Our wise and farseeing fathers were 
prompted to locate the university at Co- 
lumbia, in the middle of the State, more 
than a century ago. Now we find the ru- 
ral sections suffering from the failure in 
recent years to continue a full course in 
medicine at the university. 


Threat to Rural Health 


This condition has influenced students to 
attend medical schools in the big cities 
and to practice in the big cities after their 
graduation. Also there has been a tendency 
for talented physicians to move from the 
smal] towns and villages to the larger cit- 
ties, because of the lack of opportunities 
and facilities for their advancement in the 
rural sections. 

The situation has reached the point where 
it will soon, if it has not already, become 
a serious threat to the health of the peo- 
ple of rural Missouri. It is high time that 
some definite, immediate steps be taken 
toward a solution of the problem, 


In January, 1945, a report was published 
by the curators, The report showed a 
shortage of doctors generally and an alarm- 
ing shortage in rural Missouri. In 
July, 1945, the curators took their stand 
officially by a declaration of policy which 
calls for resumption of a full four-year 
medical course at Columbia and points the 
way to a complete program for the solu- 
tion of the rural health problem, 


This program provides for expansion of 
the present hospital and clinical facilities at 
Columbia and for complete co-ordination 
with a statewide program of health and 
medical care, with special attention to the 
needs of rural areas, as soon as adequate 
funds are available. 


The full four-year course for medical stu- 
dents at Columbia will be more conducive 
to their settlement as practitioners in rural 
communities than the plan of giving the 
last two years of their training in Kansas 
City. Intimate contacts of the university 
with rural Missouri, through the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and other contacts, 
would tend to make a medical school at 
Columbia more conscious of and more in- 
terested in rural problems than a medical 
school in Kansas City. 


Many Facilities Available 


There are now in Columbia three State 
hospitals, two on the university campus 
and the State Cancer Hospital, These are 
available as teaching hospitals for the last 
two years of the medical course. For an 
ample supply of additional clinica] mate- 
rial, the State hospital at Fulton and the 
hospital at the State penitentiary in Jef- 
ferson City are available, If needed, local 
hospitals in Columbia, Fulton, Jefferson 
City and Boonville would furnish addition- 
al opportunities for clinical material. 


Another thing to be seriously consid- 
ered is the large investment of the State 
in the buildings and equipment now pro- 
vided for the Medical School] at Columbia, 
and the inevitable duplication of invest- 
ment that would follow if the university’s 
medical course is split between Columbia 
and Kansas City, to say nothing of the ex- 
tra costs of administration. 


The old argument that an up-to-date med- 
ical school cannot be developed in a small 
city is “out” when attention is given to the 
successful experience of the university 
medical schools at Charlottesville, Va., Ann 
Arbor, Mich., Madison, Wis., lowa City, Ia., 
and other good schools in small cities. 


Ideal Medical Center Site 


Columbia, by reason of its central loca- 
tion and its excellent highway connections, 
stands out as the ideal spot for a medical 
center for rural Missouri. 

It seems reasonable to conclude that 
House Bill No, 138, if passed by the Senate 
and signed by the Governor, would be vio- 
lative of both the letter and spirit of the 
new Constitution, and that the Supreme 
Court would so hold upon a proper presenta- 
tion of this question for its determination. 
Moreover, this course would mean unnec- 
essary delay in handling a problem which 
demands the earliest pobBsible solutipn, 


In view of the many advantages in keep- 
ing the full four-year medical course at 
Columbia, and the many disadvantages in 
splitting the university’s medical course be- 
tween Columbia and Kansas City, it seems 
equally or even more reasonable to con- 
clude that the bill should be defeated, 
as an unwise and unsound proposal,

Problem of British Veterans 
Well Presented by Priestle 


“Three Men in New Suits,” by J. B. Priestley. 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

England, too, is talking about the vet- 
eran problem, and this talk has led Mr. 
Priestley to write a delightful little novel 
on the subject. Three soldiers, represent- 
ing three social levels, return together to 
their native district, bringing the changed 
outlooks of their war experiences. 

Each meets different problems: Alan 
Strete, of noble family, segs with new eyes 
the degeneracy of his class, its submission 
to plutocracy, but not before he nearly suc- 
cumbs to it; Herbert Kenford finds self- 
ishness and over-solicitousness in his well 
to-do farm family; Eddie Nold, a laborer, 
discovers that his wife has been unable 
to resist the presence of hundreds of Amer 
ican soldiers in the village. 

Mr. Priestley interweaves and solves these 
problems with all the aplomb of his consid- 
erable literary craftsmanship. He knows 
how to keep his reader absorbed ih what 
is going on. The characterizations are 
acute and entertaining. The dialogue is 
often bright and sparkling. Mr. Priestley’s 
humor is, as usual, both gay and urbane,

American novelists have too often made 
their veterans psychoneurotics. Not so Mr. 
Priestley. His characters are normal, and 
one welcomes the relief from psycho 
analysis. Too many novels these days 
sound like half-digested case studies. 

Toward its close, the novel becomes a 
little like a tract. Yet the things it says 
here are worth emphasis in America as 
in England: “If we try to go on in the 
same old way—competing and grabbing and 
scrapping, trying to make the same old 
rotten formulas work, then we'll have huge 
slumps, unemployment,  semi-starvation 
again. People will soon be bitter and angry. 
The fight for markets will be fiercer than 
ever, That means more wars, more bloody 
revolutions, and probably more mad dicta- 
tors. Then very soon we'll all be half- 
starved and half-crazy, living underground 
and making thousand-ton rockets.” Read 
“atomic bombs” for those last words, and 
the speech becomes completely up-to-date. 

What should we do? One of the vet- 
erans answers: “Instead of guessing and 
grabbing, we plan. Instead of competing, 
we co-operate. We come out of the nursery 
—and begin to grow up.”

A Collection of Unusual Words 


“A Word in Your Ear’ and “Just Another Werd,” 
by Ivor Brown. (E. P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 
As others collect stamps or buttons or 

birds’ eggs, Ivor Brown, editor of the Lon- 

don Observer, collects words. When he 
finds an odd or interesting specimen, he 
doesn’t merely write it down; he digs into 
its origin, evolution and meanings, The 
collection is on display in these two books, 
bound as one, and there is delight for the 
visitor whether he tours the exhibit sys 
tematically, or wanders about at random. 

Some of the specimens are forgotten but 
expressive words which the curator thinks 
would be useful if revived. For instance, 
“fribble,” meaning to be frivolous in a pet- 
ty, fiddling way. Others are words whose 
meanings have changed, such as “dainty,” 
which once meant meritorious or valuable, 
not fragile or arty. Again, there are mis- 
used words, such as “fruition.” This, it is 
explained, has nothing to do with fruit, but 
is derived from the Latin “fruor,” to enjoy. 
Lamb used it correctly in complaining that 
his physician had barred him from the 
“fruition” of tobacco, 

Mr. Brown writes instructive yet unpe- 
dantic essays to explain his research, Ety- 
mology is often a dull subject, but this pres- 
entation will refocillate (meaning to re- 
fresh) the most frample (or peevish) reader.

League which is an anti-war 
group composed largely of Japa- 
nese prisoners of war in China,

before Pear) Harbor in 1939 


It Has a Red Tinge 


At that cme it was known as 
the Japanese Anti-War League It 
was in August 1942 that it began 
to concentrate on enrolling pris- 
oners of war They now number 
68 per cent of its membership, the 
rest being deserters from the Jap- 
anese Army or: civilian volunteers 


But the ola bogy of Commu- 
nism is likely to make the West- 
ern Allies chary abdouf dealing 
with this group The major part 
of the League’s activities have 
occurred ir that part of China 
controlled by the Yenan Commu- 
nists .Its president is Okano Su- 
sumu who has a long record of 
anti-militaristic effort in Japan, 
but also of Communism. He par- 
ticipated in the organization of 
the Japanese Communist party in 
1922 and was the dominating 
spirit in its seven-man Central 
Committee 


Another possibility for the de- 
velopment of a group’ which 
would have a self-interest in sup- 


porting democratic principles ex- 
ists among the small business 
men, of whom thousands lost their 
independence through the war by 
being brought under the control 
of the big business men, who 
have supported autocratic govern- 
ment and aggression because it 
suited their ends. 


Peasants and Workers. 


These men would like to recover 
their independence, and they have 
learned the lesson that anti-demo- 
cratic institutions at home and ag- 
gression abroad provide the means 
by which they can be deprived 
of it 


Although they nave remained 
unorganized and inarticulate, there 
are also the masses of peasants 
and workmen who have never 
known anything but oppression in 
feudal Japan and should be easy 
to awaken to the advantages of a 
more modern system. 

The rising of such classes, now- 
ever, .would probably take the 
form of a revolution o1 one kind 
or another. Judging from the past 
record of the horror with which 
the Western Allies have regarded 
the possibilities of revolution, they 
would be afraid to encourage any 
such movement and might even 
be expected to oppose it 


Illogicai Attitude, 


The sogic of such an attitude 
is difficult to perceive, There 
seems nc particular reason why 
the Allies should object to a revo- 
lution against the regime which 
they themselves have fought in a 
war—particularly as the military 
reason for maintaining order for 
the protection of communications 
for continuing operations no long- 
er exists. 

The United States Government 
was established by revolution, as 
were the present systems of al- 
most all democratic countries. It 
would hardly be a compliment to 
the results of the American Revo- 
lution for Americans today to op- 
pose the Japan of 1945 in emulat- 
ing the America of 1776 or the 


France of 1789.

What aggravates the President's 
dilemma is that the defeat was 
administered by his old friends on 
Capitol Hill. It came from Wal- 
ter and Harry and Tom—the first- 
name cronies with whom warm- 
hearted Harry Truman was 580 
close in his senatorial days. 


Where Friendship Ceases. 


Frequently, in answer to press 
conference questions about pol- 
icy, the President replies by cit- 
ing his voting record in the Sen- 
ate. The voting record was a 
progressive one. There were few 
exceptions. 

His voting record as a liberal 
in the Senate did not prevent 
Truman from forming firm friend- 
ships with the congressional con- 
servatives who, through their key 
committee positions, block  pro- 
gressive legislation whenever they 
can. More often than not; these 
conservatives are agreeable com- 
panions and good poker players, 
possessed of a fund of wonderful 
stories. 

But Truman, the liberal Presi- 
dent, is another matter altogether. 
Friendship does not bridge the 
gap between progressive _ inten- 
tions and conservative prejudices 

In the face of his earnest en- 
treaty for social legislation, Tru-

His friends 
in Congress do nothing. 

The question of unemployment 
compensation is only a phase of 
the bigger problem confronting 
the man in the White House. The 
debate that led up to the Ways 
and Means Committee vote was 
revealing of the cross-currents of 
opinion running strong throughout 
the country 


Heart of the Problem. 


Conservative Democrats and Re- 
publicans grumbled that the un- 
employed wouldn’t work if you 
put unemployment compensation 
up to a maximum of $25 a week 
and extended the time to be cov- 
ered, They talked about the num- 
ber of want ads in every paper ap- 
pealing for workers for every kind 
of job. 

In reply, Representative Her- 
man P, Eberharte: of Pennsyl- 
vania argued that the bill wasn’t 
just for the present moment.

Lt. L. J. Bouck Jr. an Officer 
at 18, Taken Again When 
Gasoline Gave Out.

| St. Louisans' War Exploits | 
T. LYLE J. BOUCK JR., Na- 
L tional Guardsman who became 

an infantry officer at the age 
of 18 and who was wounded three 
times in Europe, yesterday told of 
his combat experiences at the 
home of his aunt, Mrs. P. E. Bar- 
tholme, 2824 Pennsylvania avenue. 

He was captured and wounded 
on the night of Dec. 16, the be- 
ginning of the German counter- 
attack, when his unit was sur- 
rounded on a hill at a point which 
his maps indicated was just short 
of the German border. He had 
been slightly wounded two days 
before, but had remained in com- 
bat, 

In March, the prison camp in 
central Germany where he was 
interned, along with about 2500 
Americans, besides British and 
the entire staff of the Serbian 
army, was overrun by a spearhead 
of the Fourth armored division. 

Only about 300 of the American 
prisoners could be taken along on 
the fast-moving armored vehicles, 
and when the column had gotten 
half way back to the Allied lines, 
the supply of gasoline gave out. 

German foot-soldiers, which had 
previously opposed the _ roving 
armor only with road-blocks, now 
surrounded the Americans, bring- 
ing up _ artillery. Bouck was 
wounded a third time in the ac- 
tion, and was returned to prison 
camp. He now is on leave from 
O’Reilly General Hospital in 
Springfield, Mo., recovering from 
loss of weight due to malnutrition 
and an attack of jaundice which 
came upon him a few days before 
he was liberated. He wears the 
Purple Heart with two Oak Leaf 
Clusters. His parents live in Fen- 
ton Hills, St. Louis County.

Since the United States went 
off the gold standard, he said, 
monetary policy has been deter- 
mined by political decree, and has 
fluctuated. He proposed a long- 
term government policy, fixing 
the total volume of money for the 
nation over an extended period of

To millions of Americans that 
message came with an impact that must have made an 
indelible impression. What perfect timing! How ewiltly 
somebody's mind must have worked!

working in the realm of values. Furthermore, it makes 
just the sort of bold and startling affirmation as to rela-

Atomic Enesgy: Servant or Master? 

Atomic energy is the latest, and most awful, of the 
mansfestations of physical power.

Birds’ Hopes Dimmed 
By Roe’s Three-Hitter 
As Pirates Triumph, 5-2

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 28—Elwin (Preacher) Roe, left-handed 
product of the Cardinal farm system, all but blew out the last 
flickering spark of Redbird pennant hopes for 1945 last night. 
The slender southpaw, whose forte is the ability to hit a gnat in 
either eye at 20 paces, held the Redbirds to three hits and beat his 


alma mater, 5 to 2. 


As a result of the defeat, coupled 
with the Cubs’ double victory over 


the Reds at Cincinnati, the fading ) 


world champions now are three 
games behind Charley Grimm’s 
league leaders, with only three 
more games to play. The best 
St. Louis can get out of the race 
now is a tie, and that is a remote 
possibility, requiring three suc- 
cessive defeats for the Cubs at 
the hands of the Pirates and three 
straight victories for the Cardinals 
over the Reds. 

If the Cubs can win one of their 
remaining games they will win the 
pennant and represent the league 
in the world series, regardless of 
the outcome of the remaining Red- 
bird games. Or if the Cardinals 
suffer one more defeat it will 
clinch the championship for the 
Chicagoans. Cancellation of a 
game, for Cubs or Cardinals, also 
would win for Chicago. 

Five Hits, Five Runs. 


Two Pirate outbursts against 
the lefthanded slants of Farmer 
George Dockins and the crackling 
speed of Al Jurisich produced five 
runs to match the five hits that 
constituted the Pittsburgh attack. 
The Pirates grouped three hits 
with an error and a walk to score 
three runs in the opening inning, 
knocking Dockins out of the box, 
and in the eighth, after Jurisich 
had hurled 62-3 hitless frames, 
the Pirates again fdéund the range 
and scored two runs on two hits, 
a sacrifice and an _ intentional 
pass.

St. Louis U. - Kirksville Gartie 
Put Off Until Tomorrow Night

A downpour this afternoon which drenched Walsh Stadium, al- 
ready muddy from a succession of rains, caused St. Louis University 
to postpone tonight’s football game with Kirksville Teachers’ College. 
It will be played tomorrow night, weather permitting, with the kickoff 


scheduled for 8:15, 

When 11 Billikens clad in silver, 
blue-striped pants and blue jer- 
seys and helmets take the field 
against Kirksville they will repre- 
sent their alma mater’s—and the 
city of St. Louis’s—first collegiate 
footbal team in three seasons. 
Moreover, the contest will be the 
first college game played here 
since Missouri lost to Arkansas 
last September. 

The silver of the St. Louls unil- 
forms should sparkle at the return 
to action after two years in the 
mothballs, too. On the suits will 
be centered more than 150 per 
cent the amount of power than 
ever lighted Walsh Stadium be- 
fore. At a cost of $6000 St. Louis 
U. has installed on the six towers 
an upper row of lights, 1500 watts 
apiece, that make the total 96 
bulbs and 120,000 watts.

THE PULLTIGHT spring branch comes pour- 
ing into the river in a rushing. torrent of incred- 
ibly clear, blue water. If flows, I think, between 
20 and 40 million gallons per day—enough to 
take care of a good sized city. The spring itself 
rises from under a high limestone bluff, several 
hundred yards back from the river, and since 
Mama had never seen it we beached the canoe 
in the water-cress shallows where the two 
streams joined, took the camera and hiked back 
up the hollow.

Of George Gershwin, King of Jazz 


NE of the two or three oldest plots in the world is that 
0 of the man who wants to live forever, and who will not 


shrink from anything, including suicide, to so live. 


“RHAPSODY IN BLUE,” currently at the AMBASSADOR 
Theater, presents one of the thousand and one 
varieties on this plot. The man in this case is, 
of course, George Gershwin, the magical kid of 
music who clothed the drunken, brawling, drool- 
ing and wistful god of jazz in evening clothes 
and gave him a respectable debut at Carnegie 
Hall. Gershwin, whose musical composition, 
“Rhapsody in Blue,” lends the picture its name, 

was not, in the ordinary sense of the word, a suicide. But 
there is little doubt that he could have lived a little longer in 
this world had he been at least as much concerned with his 
earthly health as he. was with his eternal health, 


As it was, Gershwin, by his own decision and efforts, 
worked ceaselessly, and spent his strength as though he had 
infinity to draw on. He had not. He died young but, through 
his work, it appears he will live long. 


If the above conclusion were the only conclusion to draw 
from Gershwin’'s life, then his picture would be what its Holly-

He wrote 
an American folk-opera, “Porgy and Bess,” and pushed it— 
forerunner of “Oklahoma!”, etc.—through to success in a time 
dominated and even bullied by outmoded and unintelligible 
foreign grand opera. That’s a lot of black against the red 
of the loss of your life, a loss, which, after all, all men undergo 
in the end. ‘ 


But “Rhapsody in Blue” is a little more than a black-and- 
red bookkeeping inventory of the Gershwin life and myth, 


Even if Gershwin had lived a thousand years and had com- 
posed a hundred times the number of things he did, he would 
still have been dissatisfied. Why was he dissatisfied? It is 
hard to say. All we know for sure is that, in this dissatis- 
faction, he was still being true to that best in him to which 
the best in his music (with its significant-emphasis on the 


blues) was true. 


With Robert Alda, and Good Cast 


The dissatisfaction, in spite of the fact that Hollywood 
values are all on the over-optimistic and brighter-side side 
of the fence, comes through in the picture. You see Gersh- 
’ win, as he grows more successful, also growing more frustrated. 


His contemporaries, mediocrities willing to compromise with in- 
tentions that were always of the proverbial best, tried to kid him 
out of what, to them, seemed his causeless unhappiness. But, 
as Gershwin says somewhere in the picture, “something of 
me got lost somewhere along the road, When? Where?” The 
picture, therefore, is dignified by being not only a success 
story in the Hollywood pattern, but also an authentic docu- 
ment of a brave man’s quest. In their creative works, Amer- 
ica’s greatest writers—Dreiser, Fitzgerald, Lardner, Anderson, 
etc.—testify that such a quest has been typically American and 
that its causes have been real, not neurotic. And.they weren't 
even talking of Gershwin. The picture falls far short of fol- 
lowing through on this tack, but—to sum things up, and not 
cynically either—what do you expect for 55 cents? 


Robert Alda, a newcomer, does very well as Gershwin. 
Morris Carnovsky, a St. Louisan who is one of the glories 
of the Broadway legitimate stage, is distinctive as Gershwin’s 
father. Oscar Levant, as Oscar Levant, Gershwin’s friend, 
steals the picture every scene he’s in. Charles Coburn does 
well as a Broadway producer and sentimentalist. Miscast 
(as usual, one is tempted to add) is Joan Leslie as Gershwin’s 


love. Paul Whiteman and Al Jolson are seen as themselves. 


Ernie Pyle's Gallery of Fighting Men 


. “GI. JOE” opened yesterday at LOEW’S. As the title 
would indicate, it is the story of the common soldier, the in- 
fantryman who does the dirty and deadly work of war as the 

backbone of the Army. That’s a pretty tall 
order in stories to tell. The greatest compli- 
ment one can render is that “G.I. Joe”, based on 
the war correspondence of the late Ernie Pyle, 
seems to tell that story so thoroughly and well 
that the picture is probably slated to become 
a classic of its kind, remembered for a good 
many: years; and trotted out of the files when- 
ever audiences may want to see what war was physically like, 
under all the camouflage of illusions, true or false, 


Whether or not the picture is boxoffice, for now and for 
large audiences, is a question one can only hope will be answered 
in the affirmative. There is much of love in it, but it is not the 
popular brand of boy-meets-girl love, It is the love, rather, of a 
man for his protection, which is his gun; of the love of a man for 
his commander, on whose decisions his life rests; of the love of 
his comrades in arms as the only people to know what his life 
is really like; and of the soldier’s love of his folks back home. 


The picture’s dominating color is gray, and its most 
constant element, outside of death, is mud, It is packed full 
of wonderful human sketches, This includes the extraordinary 
incident of the soldier who had a victrola record of his child’s 
voice but had no needle to play it with. Burgess Meredith 
plays Pyle. All of the large cast play with distinction, but 
Freddie Steele, the ex-middleweight boxing champion, is par- 
ticularly good as the guy with the victrola recording. 


“Jealosy," a Whodunit, and the Others 


“JEALOUSY,” at the FOX, is billed by the management 
as the program’s “second” or subordinate picture. A typical 
Class B thriller in most respects, it would deserve no better 

than second billing on most first-run programs. 
But so superior is it, even so, to the so-called 
feature presentation, that it must get first bill- 
ing here, in the interests of putting the horse 
before the cart. eo 
The cast, skilled and attractive enough for 
any movie stint, includes Nils Asther, John 
Loder, Jane Randolph, Karen Morley and Hugo 
Haas. Asther plays a husband jealous of Wife Jane’s attach- 
ment to Loder. Miss Morley plays a scorned woman jealous 
of Loder’s reciprocal feeling for Jane. There’s a murder, and 
the question is whodunit. The picture, even with one or two 
good flashes, drags interminably.

N spice cookies and cakes but- 
| ermilk and soda seem to give a

Tutti-Frutti Drops. 


One and one-fourth cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon baking spda,_ three-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
ground cinnamon, one-fourth tea- 
spoon ground mace, one-sixteenth 
teaspoon cloves, two-thirds pre- 
pared bran, one slightly beaten 
egg, one-half cup buttermilk, one- 
half cup shortening, one cup sugar, 
one-half cup seedless raisins, one- 
half cup chopped dates, one-half 
cup coarsely chopped nuts, one- 
third cup chopped citron, cherries 
or orange peel, one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. 

Sift first seven ingredients to- 
gether three times. Steam dried 
fruits over hot water for five 
minutes. Add bran to the com- 
bined egg and buttermilk. Cream 
shortening and sugar until soft 
and creamy. Add bran mixture 
and blend well. Combine fruit and 
nuts with dry ingredients and add 
vanilla. Mix well and drop from 
teaspoon on the greased cookie 
sheets. Makes five dozen,

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Thursday. 
WONDER if the tone of the 
press dispatches, as they de- 
scribe the peace meetings in 

England, gives you the same sense 

of uneasiness that I experience, 

We have not yet learned to handle 

other people so that they believe 

in our good will and in our hon- 
esty. Naturally, we will advocate 
what is good for ourselves; but 
they must know we will also take 
into consideration what is good 
for other people, since we know 
that if they suffer, in the long 
run we will inevitably suffer, too. 


It is a traditional American feel-: 


ing that we do not have to worry 
about understanding other people's 
prejudices and customs, since we 
can go our own way. With hard 
work we expect to get along re- 
gardless of what happens to oth- 
ers. It certainly is difficult to 
change from this attitude to one 
in which we accept responsibility 
for studying our neighbors, for 
trying not to ruffle their feathers, 
because we know we need friends 
in the world and not disgruntled 
neighbors, 


People in this ‘eeantey are gen- 
erous, and I know that they are 
more than anxious to heip when- 
ever they realize there is suffer- 
ing anywhere. For example, a 
woman wrote me a wonderful sug- 
gestion which I am going to pass 
on to the Share the Food Com- 
mittee, because I think it might 
accomplish much, She says: “Mil- 
lions here make a smal] amount 
of money which covers only our 
everyday expenses. Naturally we 
want to help those who have much 
less, or nothing at all. We mil- 
lions have nothing left over but 
one or two dollars after we pay 
our rent, electric, washing and 
cleaning bills; but we can spare 
a few pennies every week, We 
could give a small quantity—about 
four ounces—of noodles, spaghetti, 
dried vegetables, cocoa, coffee or 
cheese, plus the four pennies to 
cover the cost of shipment over- 
seas. In 52 weeks, it would amount 
to something.” 

Such a gesture, from millions of 
people, could not help but give 
courage to other millions who 
have gone without so much for so 
many years. Thus the _ people 
make friends. When it comes to 
dealing on the diplomatic level, 
however, we become suspicious. We 
think we must be aloof and not 
show our natural friendliness be- 
cause we expect other people to 
think we are suckers and to take 
advantage of us,

SUGAR SCARCE UNTIL NEXT 
CUBAN CROP, REFINER SAYS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
Sugar will be scarce at least until 
the Cuban crop reaches the mar- 


ket in March, Joseph F., Abbott, 
president of the American Sugar 
Refining Co., told the Association 
of Manufacturers of Confectionery 
and Chocolate yesterday. 

Refiners’ melting quotas for the 
next three months and the first 
quarter of 1946 represent “very 
drastic cuts” from present quotas, 
Abbott said. 

Eastern refiners may be notified 
today by the Government of zon- 
ing, which may confine them to 
territory east of Buffalo and 
Pittsburgh, Abbott said. Large 
quantities of beet sugar will be 
moved into the Middle West to 
augment supplies there.

To be effective, the 
hobby must be along the lines of 
lease resistance and should carry 
sufficient satisfaction to divert 
your mind from the daily grind. 

One should try to capitalize on 
several hobbies rather than just 
one as a diversity of pleasure last 
longer and seem mof¥e delightful 
than specialization along one field 
of endeavor. In this manner sea- 
sonable diversions may be _insti- 
tuted, There are hobbies common 
to many such as golf, tennis, 
swimming, boating, fishing, hunt-

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They Help Discharged Veterans 


Experts at Readjustment 


By Clarissa Start 


HE worried young wife who 
T cates Mrs. Janet Golden at 

the Veterans’ Readjustment 
Service had a familiar enough 
story. For all the months of her 
husband’s absence overseas ‘she 
had planned and looked forward 
to his final release from the 
Army, only to find upon his re- 
turn that he was apparently not 
happy but instead was restless and 
silent, uninterested in his former 
work, rude to their best friends, 
impatient with her when she 
asked questions and equally im- 
patient when she did not, and so 
lacking in affection that she felt 
bewildered and shut out. 

“I feel that I no longer know 
him,” she said, “and I wonder if 
the best thing I could do would be 
to leave him.” : 

Luckily for this couple and 
others like them, expert and free 
psychiatric service is available to 
all veterans who find it difficult 
to adjust to civilian life. One of 
the many agencies financed by 
contributions to the Greater St. 
Louis War Chest, the Veterans’ 
Readjustment Bureau, University 
Club Building, has delved into the 
troubled and tangled problems of 
150 ex-servicemen and women in 
the eight months of its existence, 
helping them make the transition 
from the ordered group life they 
have led to the individual life of 
a civilian. 

An outgrowth of the psychiatric 
clinic for service men at Wash- 
ington University, the bureau, 
which was established in January, 
is directed by Dr. Edwin Gildea 
of Washington U., with Dr. Sid- 
ney Maughs, assistant director, 
A. D. Buchmueller, volunteer psy- 
chiatrist, and Mrs. Golden, chief 
psychiatric social worker. Sal- 
aries of the social worker and 
secretary are paid by the Red 
Cross, which has also furnished 
the office in pleasant colors and 
furnishings that give it a general- 
ly harmonious atmosphere. 


“My idea,” said Mrs. Golden, “is 
that the veteran has been stand- 
ing in line and pushed around 
so much that he shouldn’t be 
made to feel as if he’s going to 
a clinic where he'll have to stand 
and wait still more. We wanted 
the atmosphere here to be as re- 
laxed as possible, and everything 
done informally and easily. We 
work by appointment although 
some do drift in.” 

After background information 
is obtained by the secretary, the 
service man or woman talks to 
one of the psychiatrists, all of 
them sympathetic, easy-to-talk-to 
people, in a private office. He con- 
tinues to come in for consultation 
until there is considerable im- 
provement in his problems, and 
often his family or wife must be 
counseled also. 

In the case of the veteran 
whose wife had called about him, 
the psychiatrist learned that the 
man was extremely depressed and 
had strong feelings about his dis- 
charge. He felt that he had let 
the other men in his company 
down by coming home and also 
he felt unaccustomed to civilians 
and uncomfortable with them. 
Talking to an understanding de- 
tached person far removed from 
his own circle offered a better

said, ‘Perhaps the veteran is a 
boy whose mother has always dom- 
inated him. When he comes back 
he may drink and stay out all 
night just to show he’s a grown 
man and can do as he pleases. 
Then there are men who feel too 
ill to work even though there is no 
organic basis, men who are bitter 
because they can’t get the jobs 
they want, who are depressed or 
unhappy, or in any one of the 
stages from being just restless and 
tense to having a more involved 
type of emotional difficulty.” 

Some men have an anti-civilian 
complex. There are fewer of 
those than you might expect. 
They have found that this bitter- 
ness. usually stems from some 
other cause. Alcoholism, too, is 
more a symptom of something 
else than an actual ill. 

“And we had one soldier,” Dr. 
Gildea recalled, “who liked to go 
around to bars, get a‘few drinks, 
and then if he didn’t like the way 
someone talked, he’d do a little 
Commando work on him. We 
found out he’d been washed out

of Commando training, but still 
knew enough to be effective. 


“One of our big difficulties,” he 
continued, “is that some army of- 
ficers have sent men to a psy- 
chiatric hospital as a form of 
punishment. Many men would 
rather be sent to the guardhouse 
and a lot of them are resentful of 
being labeled neurotic. Men easi- 
est to treat are those with good 
hospital experience.” 

“Few veterans are able to an- 
alyze just why they feel as they 
do,” Buchmueller added. “They 
know their symptoms of nervous- 
ness—it may be stuttering, palpi- 
tations of the heart, a tense, jit- 
tery feeling. But they have little 
realization of the motivations be- 


There are Many reasons for 
maladjustment and often they go 
back to the prewar life of the 
veteran. One Negro boy, for 
example, had been upset when his 
widowed mother, to whom he had 
always been devoted, remarried 
when he was 15. He joined the 
Navy as soon as possible, ‘saw a 
great deal of action, and was in 
four torpedoings and one sinking. 
He was discharged and came back 
to live in small crowded quarters 
with his mother and stepfather 
and this situation, in addition to 
his shakiness and dreams of 
drowning, made readjustment soe 
difficult that he was referred to 
the bureau for aid. 

A middle-aged “old maidish” 
man, who had lived all his life 
with his mother and sister, was 
put in charge of five rough young- 
sters of a gun crew. Even after 
his release the strain of dealing 
with unruly men whom he could 
not discipline hampered his self- 
confidence in civilian life. In 
another case, an officer who had 
not been fitted for the responsi- 


bilities given him, found it diffi- 
cult to readjust because of his 
failure on the battlefield. 

Some men cling to wearing their 
uniform even after they are 
civilians because it gives them a 
feeling of still belonging to a 
group. Others have given evidence 
that their new garb as well as 
their new surroundings make 
them self-conscious, as in the case 
of one veteran who said, of his 
civilian clothes, “Since I’ve been 
in this outfit I feel like I’m at a 
costume ball.”

THER men are lonely because 
0 their friends are gone, or they 
| are trying to settle in a new 
community. The bureau uses all 
resources available to secure their 
interest, whether in art classes, 
amateur theatricals, singing 
groups, or church organizations. 

Most of the men who come to 
the bureau are between the ages 
of 20 and 30: those more than 30 
seem to make an easier adjust- 
ment to civilian life. A case record 
is kept of every one who consults 
the bureau, and according to pres- 
ent statistics, 42 per cent of the 
cases show great improvement, 
many others a slight improvement, 
while in a few cases, hospitaliza- 
tion is recommended. 

“People will have to realize that 
there are some men who will be 
in need of psychiatric aid for a 
long time,” Mrs. Golden said. 
“Most of the men we see are 
merely mixed-up, in need of aid, 
but occasionally we find that an 
involved emotional upset needs 
additional attention. There should 
be no stigme attached to such 
hospitalization. It only means 
that an involved problem cannot 
be treated here any more than an 
acute appendicitis case can be 
treated by a doctor in his office,”

T cannot be emphasized too 
| strongly — or too often — that 

penalty doubles are not sacro- 
sanct. The double expresses its 
maker’s opinion that the contract 
can be defeated and that greater 
advantage can be secured through 
this defensive action than through 
continued bidding, but it is vital 
that the doubler’s partner should 
concur with that opinion, or at 
least that he bring hitherto unre- 
veale’ facts to the doubler’s at- 
tention,

West made the doubled three 
spade contract without difficulty, 
thus taking the rubber. This 
contrasted with the five hearts 
that North-South could have 
made against the best defense. 

Even a distributional point of 
view South’s one no trump open- 
ing was unorthodox, but his five 
and one-half honor tricks amply 
compensated for this slight de 
parture. He chose the bid deliber- 
atly because of the condition of the 
score. Both his partner and the 
opponents knew that usually 
South’s one no trump was based 
on about three and one-half 
tricks; hence, East or West might 
be trapped into a fatal overcall, 
or, if they remained silent, there 
certainly shouldn’t be any trouble 
in making one no trump, which 
was enough for game. 

South's strategy, however, was 
blown sky high by the “backing 
and filling” of his own partner. 
First, North announced some 
strength by entering the auction 
at the three level, over West's 
two spade bid; then, when South 
unmasked his own heart suit, 
North maintained a wooden gi- 
lence. It goes without saying 
that he should have taken the 
double out to four hearts since 
he could not contribute a single 
trick on defense and, worse, be 
cause his heart length figured to 
“kill” one or more of South's de 
fensive tricks,
